SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication depicts women in public places, engaged in everyday activities. They 
are filmed clandestinely and apparently without their knowledge or consent. The 
publication depicts activities such as urination, undressing, dressing and washing in a 
voyeuristic and sexualised manner, for purposes of sexual arousal. It violates their 
personal privacy, films them in activities they could legitimately expect to be kept 
private, and exploits these activities for the sexual arousal of others. In doing so, it 
degrades the women to a strong extent and degree. The intentions of the maker and 
owner in terms of distribution are not known, but it should be noted that video 
recordings can be easily copied and viewed. 

Section 14 of the NZBR Act does apply to this publication and limitations on its 
availability must be reasonably justified. In terms of Section 3 of the Act, the 
Classification Office has given significant weighting to the extent and degree to which, 
and the manner in which, the publication degrades the women it depicts, given the 
manner by which the contents of the publication appear to have been obtained. The 
Classification Office considers the unsolicited filming of women as they toilet to be a 
violation of individuals’ rights to go about their private day to day activities without 
impediment. The act of filming makes public what is generally considered in New 
Zealand society to be a private event. Therefore, the publication is classified as 
objectionable. 
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
